RELIGIOUS EDUCATION IN THE PROVINCES 


Dr. Cohen’s Warning 


By a Jewise CHRONICLE Reporter 


Unless the larger provincial com- 


munities co-operate. fully with the 
Central Council for Jewish -Religious 
Education and help to organise Jewish 
education in the smaller communities 
the Council itself must fail, said the 
Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, presiding at 
Sunday's meeting of the Council at 
Woburn House. London. 

At the moment, said Dr. Cohen, they 
were unable to fill the ge Paggee of Edu- 
cation Officer . because could. not 
offer security of tenure. Their assured 
income was a subsidy of £1,000 a year 
for two years from the London Board. 


The provinces should be too proud to 


have to depend on London for grants of 
this kind. 


Parental Responsibility 


The Council aimed to develop Jewish 


rents’ responsibility for their children’s 
and, he thought, said Dr. 
Cohen, that organising a Hebrew Educa- 
tion Week was the right way to do this. 
But they had not the personnel to do the 
physical work involved. The larger pro- 
vincial. communities had to realise that 
the problem of religious education was 
indivisible, They must do their duty to 
the smatler commufnities. The Council 


could not move at all unless it knew what™ 


its financial position was going to be. 


Presenting the financial statement, Mr.

"BEYOND REALITY 


God's word to Abraham: ~ Get 

thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto the land that I will show 
thee (Gen. 1). This word is 
spoken to every Jew. How many 
countries have we passed through ! 
Eretz Yisrael, Babylon, North Africa, 
Spain, Germany, and Eastern Europe 
——this is the list of past history. 
Present-day Jewish history can 
still more fountries. 

Is there no goal? . God's word to 
Abraham answers the question 


clearly : we must strive for the country 


that God will show us. Geography 
does not name the land to which our 
journey is directed. It is beyond the 
orbit of that reality which we can 
perceive with our senses. But it is. 
this goal that must give a purpose to 


. our hourly everyday life, if we are 


obedient to God's command. We must, 


ifn any. country in which we live, 


transcend the reality which we can 
touch with our hands and see with our 
eyes. There is no true Jewish faith 


without other-wordliness. 


Material reality js only a section of 
the whole reality. A material world 
is Organised politically; but it must, if 
life in it 1% to be tolerable, be 
influenced by men who can concerve 
of the world of spiritual values. 


MANY of those who accept a 
material conception of. the world 
fail to realise that they are at one with 


a totalitarianism. that degrades man to 


a mere tool-in a political machinery, 
which makes propaganda a means of 
disseminating hes, which tortures 
political dissenters, and kills. them 
under the pretext of political necessity. 


This is the logical consequence of a . 


belief that there is only an [74 omy a 
matertal world, without. connection 


with an obw a world beyond 


material reality. 
Goliath was. slain ivy. David: But 
the modern Goliath, who: threatens 


our world with slavery, cruelty, and — 


barbarism, 1s unhappily apparent. The 
pious Jew believes im the ultimate 
value of freedom, of human rights, in: 
the distinction. between good and. bad, 
between truth and he. But these 
values are powerful only when they 
are rooted m religious conviction. A 
small. gathering of. worshippers may 
seem no match for the modern giant 
State. But it: was little David who 
killed Gohath : and such small gather- 
ings are the powerhouses of the spirit. 
In. the end the spirit is victorious and 
metre material power loses its strength. 
"THERE jis only one salvation from 

political barbarism. We must realise 
that the roots of barbarism lie in the 


conception of a material world. God- 


fearing humanity will win the last 
battle..and the powers of darkness and 
tyranny will perish.

British Museum, gaze at the relics of © 
that civilisation which. in a material 


sense, WaS NOt primitive but very 
complicated, and had the advantage of 
many scjentific discoveries, Astronomy 
among the Babylonians had attained 
a level not lower than that of Europe 
before Newton. But Abraham left 
this civilisation because it was 
primitive in a religious sense.

The Midrash tells us how Abraham —

a Creator who called it into existence.

The first Israeli to come to this 
country on a British Council Bursary 
is Dr. Alexander Ferber, an ortho- 
pedic surgeon on the staff of the 
Government Hospital in Haifa and a 
former Major in R.A.M.C., who 
arrived at the end of April to study 
all the modern aspects of, and develop- 
ments in, orthopedic surgery, the 
present-day treatment of fractures, the 
organisation of accident departments 
of hospitals, and the rehabilitation of 
the patients, All these are matters of 
the greatest importance to Israel, Dr. 
Ferber told me in an interview. 

Dr. Ferber has already spent some 
trme in the industrial north, using. Shef- 
field as his ‘“* base of operations.” He 
has also studied the work of the big. 
orvhopedic units in Birmingham and 
Manchester. He came to London recently 
and is now working at the London

The British Counci] arranged for Dr. 
Ferber to be given every possible facility : 
for his studies, and he spoke apprecia-- 
tively of the unstinted help given to him 
by the staffs of all the hospitals and 
in.

every case made clear to- him that this 
help was not so much being extended to 
him personally as to his country. 


in. Israel. Ferber told me. there _ 


is a properly organised orthopedics unit 


in the Tel Litwinsky Hospital. A small 


orthopaedics department has also been 


opened in Tel Aviv. Apari. from. these, 
ail orthopadic cases are treated ‘as part 
‘of general surgery. 

There is, however, a general feeti ing in. 
that. orthopedic unils” working 
independently are needed in all general 
hospitals. in Haifa, as, perhaps, the 
leading industrial cenire, the need is 
particularly great, and Dr. Ferber said 
that discussions are now going on jn 
regard to the opening of such a .depart- 
ment in the Haifa Government Hospital. 
The prospects of realisation are, unfor- 
tunately, remote. One grave handicap, 
among others, is the difficulty of. supply- 
ing the very costly equipment necessary. 

What Dr. Ferber has seen in this 
country will, he believes. help to provide 
better treatment for eldériv - people in 
Israel. suffering from arthritis and other 
ailments of the joints. - Another .aspect 
that Dr. Ferber has studied here is how 


to promote the quicker 


patients, both young and elderly, who 
have. sustained fractures. He has. also 
investigated methods of treating elderly 
‘people by various plastic operations 
which would again make them useful 

members of society despite their age. and - 
physical disabilities. 

Dr. Ferber told me that Israel now 
has its own factory for finishing artificial 
limbs—-Ga pim—whose technicians were 
Hanger & a. 
Lid., of Roehampton, who supply the 
artificial limbs. iGapim. I learn, isa

The tengo of arrests on suspicion of 


black-market activities has slackened 
in the past few days. On an average the 


daily number of arrests is now about ten, 
against the average of 45 or so in the first 


week. 
The authorities believe that their initial 
drive has convinced those members of the 
public most concerned that operating in 
the black market is highly dangerous to 
themselves.

CAUCUS DEFEAT 


‘THE. dilemma that faces those who believe 


in a free society when some of its members

A good 
many of the children live in com- 
munal settlements, but some live in 
Youth. Villages. 

Youth Aliyah has remained the 
only organisation in charge of child 
immigration and the maintenance of 
the training and education of the 
children. 

The first group in 1933 numbered 
30 youngsters. Before the great war 
started in 1939, 5.000 had been cared 


for. During the war, by desperate | 


efforts, 11,000 reached Israel, and 
when the State of Israel was estab- 
lished, just over two years ago in 1948, 


there were 30.000 Jewish boys’ and 


girls settled there. 
Many Children ; are Waiting

still living. in. Europe in very pitiful

Importance of Jewish Day 
Schools

The presidential address on “* What is 
the Angio-Jewish- Com- . 
munity ? was given by Mr. Finestein, 
at a meeting of the Hampstead Literary © 
and Debating Society, held at the Syna- 
gogue Hall, Kingdon Road, N.W., last 
week. Dayan H. M. Lazarus presided. 
Full emancipation in this country, 
which had allowed its Jewish citizens to 
develop their energies freely and unham- 
pered, had had a “corrosive effect on 
the community. Mr. Finestein said. The 


decisive influence .of the general educa- 


ronal system on the minds of youth was 
a powerful competitor to their own com- 
paratively puny attempts in the field. of 


Jewish education. This affected the 
psychology and outlook of thei own 


community.

ISRAELI STUDENTS’ HOSTEL

The Paris. University. authorities have 
approved a scheme for the erection-of an 
Israeli hostel at the Cité Universitaire, the 
suburb which was specifically created for 
the accommodation of foreign students 


here.
